In the course of the debate on flog- 
ging in tho English House of Commons 
the Irish Obstructionists causeil an- 
other scene. 

Mr. O'Donnell maile some remarks 
v/hich led to a scene that may be al- 
most said to be unparalleled in Parlia- 
mont. Tho lion, member declared that 
if specimens of tho three "cats" in ex- 
istence were not produced the Bill 
would not be allowed to move an inch 
on Saturday morning. He went on to 
say that unless the "cats" were produc- 
ed some five hundred thousand Lon- 
doners might assemble in Hyde Park. 

Tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
here rose and asked that the words be 
taken down. 

Out of this there arose a great scene, 
which degenerated at times into an ir- 
regular and disorderly tumult. The 
Irish members especially completely 
lost their self-command, and Mr. 0' 
Connor Power and Mr. O'Donnell es- 
pecially shouted out in a very excited 
way nof often witne.sscd. Several of 
those who addressed tho House spoke 
in an excited manner, and for a s|iaco 
general uproar and disturbance ensued. 

Mr. Parnell jumped up amid the 
shouts that arose from below the Liber- 
al gangway as soon as the Chancellor 
of the Exchei[uer spoke, and demanded 
to know what were the particular 
words that the Chancellor of tho Es.- 
chequer wished to have "taken down." 

Mr. Sullivan, in a most excited n-an- 
ner declared that therO was no prece- 
ilent for such a course as that taken by 
the (,'hancellor of the Exchequer. Tho 
lion, member for Dungarvan had been 
interrupted by the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer in the middle of a sontenco. 
That, he held, was a most high-handed 
procedure. He regarded tho action of 
the leader of the Houso as nothing le.ss 
than a menacf? to the independence of 
memb(;rs of that House. 

This declaration raised quite a tumult 
of vociferous cheering among the small 
knot of Irish members, in the midst of 
which ]\Ir. O'Connor Power shouted 
out, as applicable toSir Staflbrd North- 
cote, "He has nq right to do it. Ho 
has no right to do it." 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
on rising, was received with load shouts 
from the Irish members of "With- 
draw." He explained, amid gToans 
and interruption, that tho words he 
hail desired to have taken down were 
that tlio Bill should not be allowed to 
advance an inch on Saturday unless 
the "eats" were produced. That he re- 
garded as a threat — a threat that tho 
progress of the Bill would be stopped 
by obstruction. 

The chairman said tho words had 
been taken by the clork at the table 
who being called upon read tliom as he 
had written thom. 

Sir W. Harcourt c.vprossed his be- 
lief that tho Chaucellnr of the Ex- 
chequer had been irregular in moving 
that the words should be taken down 
without specifying the particular words 
which he wished to bo taken down. 

Tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
llion formally moved that the words 
should be taken down. 

Upon this motion being ]iut from 
the chair there arose a long, straggling 
and at times stormy discussion. 

Sir C. Dilke declared that he could 
not have conceived a more unfortunate 
time for the interference oi tlio Chan- 
cellor than the C^e he had chosen. 
There was even a doubt a^to the actual 
words that were complained off. (Cries 
of '^o.") He hoped tho matter would 
be allowed to rest, and not bo pushed 
further, for it would only lead to their 
sitting up all night, and would simply 
lead to the disgrace of the House as a 
lecislativo Rssembly, 

Thereafter the discussion went on in 
a rather excited matter, but most of 
what was said was repetition. 

Sir W. Harcourt insisted that the 
IIousc had got into o, clilou^nia, They 
were asked tq Tcpojt to the Speaker 
v,-Qrd8 \\ftii(?h tho Chancellor had not 
specifted, and in fact aa it turned out 
the words actually taken down were 
diflbront to those to which the Chan- 
cellor of tho Exchequer had really ob- 
jected. (Cheers.) 

j\lr. Courtenay said tluT,^ tl\&y bad 
got into an awkw:a,vd position. Ho re- 
peated point ijrged by Sir William 
Harcourt, that the words taken down 
by the clerk had not been stated as 
tljcy ought to have been sto.ted hy the 
Chancellor of tho E-\tih«;^u6r before be- 
ing tak'jn down and that thereforo the 
proceeding was irregular. 

Colonel Stanley said that if the hoq. 
member for Dungarvan (Mr, Q'DoflneJl,) 
would repudiate the idea that his words 
were roea^jt to convey obstruction to 
tho business of tha House, the Govern 
mont would be glad to allow the flaafiui" 
to drop. 

i\lr. (Vi.lo.uubll, in answer to this ap- 
ueAli said he had nothing to withdraw. 
The words he had used had been mja-- 
conceived, aud he hoped what had oc- 
curred would toi'.oh the Covernniont 
eautioiv. 

Tho Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
accepting the disclaimer of "misconc.op- 
tioPj" said ho would not, under the 
circumstances, press his motion for re- 
])ortin.g tlio words complained of to, the 
Sp.oakev. 

The motion was then wUhd^'ft'wn, 
and progress was r^^Kijtotl at fivo 
minutes p^st, thvee, clause 131 being 
stiU Wt Uioder discussion.

A llemarkaUe fleos of ."^ork— Dig- 
ging a SuUorranean 'Fassago — 

Ho'TT tho Thieves ■wore Oapturol. 

The J'l-aree/flslroiiii ]\\sl/iti' thus des- 
.scribes tho great robbery of 1,7000, 
000 rubles fi'oin tho Kherson Chancel- 
lerie:— "On June 4th the Government 
officials at 'Kherson found on their ar- 
rival at Kaznntchistvo or Chancellorio 
that the vault had boon broken into 
during tho night aud the money belong- 
ing to tho Iinijerial State Bank remov- 
ed. An inspection revealed that an 
entrance had been ofi'ected from a 
subterranean pa.ssage, forty-five feet in 
length, running from a ])rivate bouse 
near the Chancellerie. This residence 
was found to bo empty, tho thieves 
having fled from it after appropriating 
the Government money. As soon as 
the cashier arrived the funds in the 
vault were examined, and it was then 
found that bank note.s to the value of 
1,576,G88 rubles had been stol?n, be- 
sides 1,000 blank forms for passports, 
125 government stamps and a number 
of government securities." A telegram 
received on the 18th ult. adds that 
"thanks to the energetic measures 
adopted by the Governor of Khorson, 
the principal culprits, with bank notes 
to the value of l,OG0,308 rubles, have 
been arrested outside of the town." 
A series of telegrams from the special 
correspondent of the Golm on tho 17th 
ult. gives fuller particulars: "Theamount 
stolen from tlie Kher.son Chancellerie 
is found to exceed l,7.'}0,000 rubles. 
The securities in the vault are kept in 
iron safes. Of sovcn belonging to the 
Government Bank three were found 
broken open on the morning of the 
robbery, and these three were pre- 
cisely the ones which contained 
the most money. Tho thieves ap- 
pear to have made no endeavor to 
oj)en the remaining safes, which only 
contained current cash of the Kaznat- 
histvo and the securities of private in- 
dividual.s. They also hjft behind in 
the three safes a number of coupons 
and bonds which they would have ex- 
perienced a difficulty in disposing of. 
Opposite the large and massive building 
occupied Ijy tho Chancellerie is "House 
Komsina." A fortnight ago (about tho 
oth of June) this residence was hired 
by a lady who gave herself out to be 
the wife of Dr. Ninken. "SVitli her 
were her cook and a page. A few 
days after her arrival two brick-layors 
were engaged by her to efloct some re- 
pairs in her lodgings, and these were 
seen to enter the house every morning 
up to the date of the robbery, The 
Chancellerie is usually closed on Sun- 
days, and the thieves took advantage 
of this to break into the place on Juno 
25th. Immediately the robbery was 
discovered a rush was made to Kom- 
sina Houso, which was found closed 
and devoid of inmates. Tho under, 
ground operations of the thieves excit- 
ed great interest among tho ofiiciala 
The length of tho subterranean passage 
exceeded .seven fathoms, and was situat- 
ed about six foot under tho soil. Tho 
passage was cut almost square, and 
was about a yard wide and high. Tho 
earth had been removed in baskets, and 
stored in nearly every room in tho 
house. In order to admit air into the 
tunnel a tube taken from the kitchen 
flue had been passed through the 
ground in tho garden. The whole af- 
fair was skillfully and carefully manag- 
ed." A telegram, dated the 18th, 
adds: "To-day, on the ste])po, si.x miles 
from Kherson, tho i)olice captured the 
leading culprits concerned in the Kaz- 
natchistvo robbery. They had put up 
at a house in a Cossack village, the 
doctoi 's wife and tho bricklayer Alexai 
Kolemonko, and in two bags in their 
possession were found 1,066,000 rubles 
in notes and nearly all the ]>assport 
blanks, The dvornik, at Komsina 
Houso, and a njan named Stecherbatoff, 
at the Cossack village, have been arrest- 
ed on tho charge of complicity in tho 
robber V."

Wall Plato of Hoof. Roofs ahall be 4!0t- 
cred with .such inatorial as will afTord pro- 
tectioii against. Fire and tho Walla shall 
be so cuustructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
intoi'iov .ind exterior of such BuildilKr 
from all and every part of tho interior anil 
oxtorior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed the, hibight 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof mxiat bo 
covered with such inatorial as will atlbrd 
protection against Fire. In tho caao of 
(iables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as .applied in this 
Soction, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wlarf 
Sheds. 

;!. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
nf brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, ahall be iii.ade to conform to 
this Ortliiiance. 

4. The Wocidcn liuildiiig within the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written parmiasion of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the r'ire \\'ardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the .alterations or changes re- 
quired, antl no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho size of 
fiiiy Wooden Building within tho Bud , 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
nioro than Twonty-tive per cent. The ap- 
[dications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in tho , 
otlico of the City Clerk. 

i). No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be remnvod except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a [loint outside the Fire Limits. 

ti. Whenever any building shall bo by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tho judgment of the Chief Engineer and ■ 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a. dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, bo ; 
damaged by fire to tho extent of ono-hslf 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be sorvod upbh the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, ancl tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
reciuiroments thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — roundalions" 
to bo notless than eighteen inches in thiek- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
bo, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tit'o Story Buildin<i» — 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick WalU—Qiomi 
floor to be not loss than seventeen In^es 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persona violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
oil cnnviclion tliereof before the Polico 
Court shall ije punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each daj- of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be. deemed 
a new ollence and pnnishod accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
are ref|uired to see that tho provisions, of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
liurposos as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibitintf 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
